Theſe poor Diſciples were like ſhortly 
to ſuſtain an heavy Loſs, of their deareſt 
Lord; he was now a going away from 
them, a greater Loſs they could not have ; 
and yet, ſaith Chrilt, Let not your Hearts 
be troubled. Which Command is repeated 
and explained in the 27th Verſe ; Let not 


your Heart be troubled, nor let it be afraid. 


What ! might they fay, Mult we not 
be troubled at all ? Muſt nothing trouble 
us ? No, we mult not be troubled for any 
outward Loſs, for any outward T ribula- 
tion, for parting with the neareſt and 
deareſt Relation, we mult not be trou- 
bled. Yet we are not forbidden to be 
troubled for: Zion, Ir. is a grievous Sin, 
not to be grieved for the Afflittions of 
Joſeph : Surely, we mult be troubled for 
God's Diſhonour, beca/e Ien Dr ear Goa's 
Commandments, Trouble of Heart. ex- 
cept for Sin, 15 ſinful Tronble. Where 
v1 lies hezvy, Aflliction lies 1:ght. Ifa, 
33. 24. They ſuall not ſay, I am ſick,;, for 
roew Iniqutics ſhall be forgiven them, 
Senle of Pardon to thoſe Souls that have 
elt the burden of Sin, much al'ezlates 
aac lightens the burden of Atiiction, 
$01 156 
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Strike, Lord, (aid Luther) now I am ab- 
ſolved from my Sin. 

We are always too prone to fall into 
Extreams, to ſin either. in Excels or in 
Defett ; too much, or too little ; we are 
faulty both ways. As for Sin, which is 
the worlt of Evils, we are apt to be 
troubled too little. How few fail here 
in the Exceſs, tho *tis pollible ſo to do ; 
and ſome have, that refuſe to be comfor- 
ted by all the ſweet Promites of Cihrilt 19 
the Goſpel : But there are but few of 
thoſe ; moſt of us fail in the Defect. We 
are not troubled for Sin ſo much as we 
ſhould ; our Sins do not lie fo hard and 
heavy upon as they ſhould ; our Hearts 
do ſeldom feel the weight of Sin preſling 
35 down : many Sins liclight on us ; our 
j41n Thouvhts, our Omiſtions, carcleſs 
2ertormance of Holy Duties, miſſpending 
precious Time, idle 1alk, Cc. and fuch 
like Eviis, which ſhould trouble us moſt, 
Lacy trouble us leaſt. 

But our Amticnons, which, compara- 
tcl; are but light, Ne too henvy ,upon 
69, *nd prefs us aown even to the Dutt. 
So, in reſy-t of Afﬀictions themſelves, 
we are apt £0 ran into Extreams, againlt

are ye Baſtards and net Sons, Heb. 8. 12. 

Ged's Children are liable to Sufferings, 
whether we conſider them as Aer, or as 
Chriſtians : as en, Job 14. 1. Manthat 
is born of a Woman, is full of Trouble, As 
Our 
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our Relations and Comforts increale, { 
do the Occaſions of Trouble. God neve 
appointed this World to be the place 0: 
Man's Reſt, but of our Exercilc, and onl; 
a Paſſage to another World : And in thi: 
our Pallage we muſt look for Storms and 
Tempelts : 1f we can through Mercy ob 
tain a tolerable Paſſage thorow tlii 
World, and a comfortable Paſſage out 0 
it into that berter above, we ſhall have caul: 
to bleſs the Lord to all Erernit7- 

And much more, as Chriſtians, muft w: 
expect Troubles : for a Man is no ſoon! 
brought hore to God, but he mult e: 
pect to be hated by the World, allaultz 
by Satan, chaſtned by the Lord ; our ow 
corrupt Hearts will be always vexing 
the old Man, the Fleſh, thwarting all ti 
Motions of the new Nature, luſting agai), 
re Spirit, The Luſts of the Fleſh, w 
be as Pricks in our Eyes, and as Thorns! 
our Sides : We ſhall have Enemies In 0l 
own Houjes. 

But this Truth is ſo manifeſt in all ti 
Scripture, that I ſhall infilt no longer 0 
1t, only ſhall add this by way of Uſe ; Lt 
all Chriſtians prepare for Affiction, 0 
getting an Intereſt in God through Chrik 
Dy getting Sin pardoned and purged, b 
get 
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getting Peace with God and Conſcience, 
by getting Hearts cructtied to the World , 
and then, when Troubles come, let us 
bear them as Chriſtians, not murmur, not 
repine, but in patience pollels our Souls : 
not deſponding nor fainting ; remem- 
bring that our Troubles are no more, but 
infinitely leſs than we have deſerved. 
Job 34. 23. He wull not lay upon Man more 
than right, God perfectly underſtands 
our Need, and knows our Strength : 
1 Pet. 1. 6. If need be, ye are in heauineſs. 
He us faithful, who will nor ſuffer you to bs 
tempted above that ye are able, 1 Cor. 1G. 
13. Itis the Wile, Juſt, and Gracious 
God, and our Father that tempers on- 
Cup for us. Many Earthly Parents dv 
not correct their Children in meaſare, be- 
ing ignorant of their Nature and Diſpo- 
{1tion ; and therefore their Correiorn 
doth them no good. Many Phyſicjans mil- 
rake the Conſtitutions of their Patients, 
and therefore may do them more hurt 
than good : But God knows our Need, 
and our Strength, and fo ſutes all his Re- 
meaies accordingly 3 therefore let us be 
patient, bearing our Troubles with an 
equal Mind, not ſuffering as pereforce, 
but willingly. It is ſaid, Dan. 3. 28; That

{carch our Hearts, and try our Ways ; let 
us fly to God by Prayer, and reſigi up 
Our {elves to him, and truſt in him, c caſting 
Qur Cares and Burdens on him : Pſal.

Morcovrr. 1t is our Wiſdom, that while 
we are at eaſe, have our Comforts about 
us, let us look for Troubles; Afﬀfictions 
from God, as well as for God, are part of 
our Croſs which we mult take up daily. 
Sickneſs, dcath of Friends, loſs of Eſtate, 

© c. we mult look for them, that we may 
not be ſurprized. 

He that buildeth an Houſe, or a Ship 
doth not make this his Work and Care, 
that it ſhould not rain upon it ; or thatit 
ihould have no Storms or Tempeſts, for 
this cannot be prevented by any care 0 
ours, but that the Houle or Ship may bc 
made able to endure all without prejudice 
So, mult it be our care, to provide fo! 
Afflictions ; for to prevent thom altoge 
ther, we cannot 3 but prepare for then 
we may, and mult, as was hintcd before: 
to treaſure vp God s Promiſes, and ſtore 
our Souls with Graces, and ſpit Ituz]l Com 
forts; -and firm Reſolutions in God: 
ſtrength

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ſtrength, to bear up and hold on: \V'e 
had need be well ſhod with the preparation of 
the Goſpel of Peace, Eph. 6.15. 

Moſt Chritiians are not mortiied and 
crucitied to the World, not acquainted 
with God and the Promiſcs, as they ought 
to be, nor fo reſolved to follow God ful- 
ly, as they ought, and therefore are fo 
dejected and dilcontented when Aftlictt- 
on comes. © that we did count the Cor, 
when we firſt begin to make Profeſſion of 
Chriſt; and that we had had ſuch full 
Per ſwaſions of the incomparable Worth and 
Excellencies of the Lord Jeſus, as that we 
could willingly part with all things for 
his fake! O that we had ſuch believing 
Apprehenſions of the Wiſdom, Faithful- 
nels, Righteouſneſs and Mercy of God, 
luch ſights of his reconciled Face, and 
{uch taſtes of his fatherly Love to us in 
Chriſt, as that we could quietly ſubmit 
to his holy WIll, and be well fatished with 
all bis Difpenſations towards us. So much 
of this ir{t Particular. 

Sccondly, T he Diſciples of Chrilt, un- 
ver the Afiictions which they meet with 
1 this World, are apt to be troubled in 
their Hearts, to be diſquieted in their 
Minds, to be dejected and diſcouraged.

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It was ſo with holy David, Pal. 42. 5/ 
Why art thou caſt down, O my Seut ? mhy 
art thou diſquicted within me ? He was ſen- 
ſible of his Afflictions, and that diſquieted 
him, and caſt him down. God?s People 
are ſubject to ſich diſquietments, becauſe 
they are Fleſh and Blood, ſubject to the 
{ame Paſſions, made of the ſame Mould, 
ſabject to the ſame Impreſſions from with- 
out as other Mcn, and their Natures are 
upheld with the ſame Supports and Re- 
freſhments as others, the withdrawing 
and want of which afteteth them as wel 
as Others. And beſides thoſe Troubles 
they ſifter 11 common with others, by 
rcaſon of their being called out of th 
World, the World hates them, and they 
are therefore more expoſed to Tribw 
lation than others, ard fo are apt to he 
caſt down and diſcouraged : This our 
Lord foreſaw would befal his Diſciple 
after his departure from them ; and 
therefore he counſels them againſt the 
ſame : Let not your Hearts be troubled. 

Oueſt. But it may be-demanded, When 
ariſeth this Heart-trouble, and diſquietmen 
of” Mind under Afton ? 

Anſw. There are many Cauſes of it, 
which is neceſſary for us to know, that fo, 
knowing 
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knowing the Cauſes, we may the better 
find the Cure. There are outward and 
inward Cauſes. 

Firſt, Outward Cauſes. And the firſt 
may be God himſelt. He ſometimes with- 
draws the Beams of his Countenance, 
withholds the ſenſe of his Love,hideth his 
Face from his Children : (which the 
Saints in Scripture {ſo bitterly complain 
of,and ſo earneſtly pray agatalt). Where- 
upon the Souls,even of the ſtrongeſt Chri- 
ſtians are diſquieted. This cauſed trou- 
ble to the Soul of Jeſs Chriſt himſelf, 
Joh. 12..37. When a poor Child of God, 
together with his Afiction, apprehends 
God to be his Enemy, and that his Trou- 
bles are mix'd with God?s Diſpleaſure z 
and it may be his Conſcience tells him, 
that God hath a jult Quarrel againft him, 
becauſe he hath not walked ſo holily, ſo 
humbly, ſo evenly and ſo ſtrictly with 
God as he might, had he been more 
watchtul, careful, and circumſpet 3 and 
that he hath not renewed and kept his 
Peace with God as he ſhould, and might 
have done ; and this ſenſe of God's Diſ- 
pleaſure, puts a Sting into all his Aﬀflicti- 
ons, and this cauſcth trouble of Heart, 
and ditquietment of Mind.
